FRYE-LEINBACH. 


Fisher’s Island, N. Y., Aug. 7, 1809. 
Miss Ellen Therese Leinbach, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. F, W. Leinbach of Beth- 
lehem, Pa., and Prof, Prosser H. Frye of 
Lincoln University, Neb., were married 
at St John’s Episcopal church, here, to- 
day. The officiating clergyman was the 
Rev. E. T. Sullivan of Newton Centre, 
Mass. ‘The maid of honor was Miss Mar- 
garet Stone of Morristown, N. J., and the 
best man was Dr. L. T. Moore of St. 
Louis, The ushers were Messrs. E,. T. 
Belden and Freeman Dodson, of Beth- 
Jehem. 

Prof. and Mrs. Frye left on the boat 
this’afternoon for Boston, where they 
will remain for several weeks. 
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The Boers as Fighters. 


It ig usual, I knoy, for military men 
to sneer at the generalship, or want of 
it, which, as they allege, was respon~ 
sible for the Majuba disaster—these 
eritics are wise. after the event. It is 
forgotten that the Boers met other of- 
ficers than: General Colley at Bronk- 
horst Spruit ina number of fights about 
Pretoria, Potscestroom, and other vil- 
lages, and that in no case were our men 
and military leaders able to stand up 
to the enemy. At Durvan, in Natal, in 
848, we got the worst of it, as we did 
at Doornkop, where English officers of 
the ordinary tpye commanded. The 
only military. success which English of- 
ficers can claim in a good many encoun-~ 
ters with the Boers is the Battle of 
Boomplaats, fought in 1848, between the 
artillery and flint-lock guns. It is, 
therefore nonsense to take refuge be- 
hind the lack of generalship. of our 
leaders. If such factors as courage and 
leadership Go not ‘come into the con- 
troversy except to a very limited extent, 
in what direction must we look for the 
explanation of our defeats? 

“At Laing’s Neckthe action began by 
our guns dropping a few shells into the 
Boer lines, and, as admitted by the 
Boers themselves, the small loss they 
suffered from this fire—General Joubert 
was nearly hit by a splinter of a shell— 
induced them to think seriously of 
abandoning the position, They were 
about to leave when the attack by a 
small number of mounted infantry and 
by a few companies of Colonel Deane's 
regiment was made, Only one of our 
men reached the Boer lines, the others 
being stopped a short distance away; 
and as they were unsupported, these 
were driven back down the hill. Result: 
190 killed and wounded on the British 
side against 24 Boers killed and wound- 
ed, At Ingogo, fought a few days after- 
wards, a force of about 300 men and 
two guns were stopped on a small plat- 
eau, and after an action lasting all day, 
our men, with the two guns, were with- 
drawn during the night, leaving dead 
and wounded on the ground. The Boers 
also left the field at night. At this fight 
the Boers crept up to, within 60 yards 
of our guns. They lost 17 killed and 
wounded, while our loss was 142 killed 
and wounded. A force of about 60 in- 
fantry set out for the summit of Ma- 
juba hill on the night of February 26, 
1881, There were about 550 combatants. 
After leaving some companies on the 


lost one killed and four wounded. At 
Bronkhorst we lost 120 men_killed and 
wounded within ten minutes, the Boers 
losing one. In the Jameson raid our 
losses were about 100 killed and wound- 
ed in the actual fighting. te 

It is usually maintained that these 
Transvaal fights were fought at a dis- 
advantage, and that our men were in 
each case vastly outnumbered. If we 
accept the Boer accounts, our forces 
were not outnumbered, At Majuba they 
say they had about 400 men. But even 
assuming that there were as many as 
1000 Boers, the result is still extremely 
unsatisfactory.—African Review.

Aguinaldo’s cavalry, as 
quoted in an interview had with the 
Filipino officer at San Isidro on May *, 
thee hief basis of the trouble hetwcen 
the natives of the Philippines and our 
troops was the officiousness of Consul 
Wildman at Hong Kong in making 
promises to the Filipinos which he had 
no more authority from the govern- 
ment to make than he had to order Ad- 
miral Dewey to sail with nis, ilect of 
fighting machines in search of the north 
pole. This 1s a view of the ‘case that 
the Times has taken on divers occa- 
sions and its confirmation froin a Fili- 
pino cource was scarcely necessary 
when one stops to consider the caliber 
and capacity ‘of the late editor of the’ 
“Warmedoverland Monthly’ who is 
acting as our consular misrepresont- 
ative at the port of Hong Kong.

It would certainly seem as if the time 
had arrived for a. searching investiga- 
tion into the conduct of this misfit 
official, Wildman, in connection with 
affairs in the far East. :f, as seems _al- 
ready well established. this consular 
marplot made any promise to Aguinal- 
do, or ‘gave him to understand” that 
this nation would do so and so if he 
(Aguinaldo) did’ so and so, then the 
speedy bouncing of Wildman is an ab- 
solute necessity of the case. Instead of 
editing diplomatic affairs in a position

Watering Flying Engines. 


Among the remarkable features ¢t 
modern railway travel the cre that al- 
ways attracts attention is the trick of 
taking water by the engine while it is 
in motion. The American tourist : has 
become accustomed to seeing the nar- 
row trough, 1200 to 1400 feet long, at 
various dead level points along the 
road, and he knows that the strip of 
water which it contains is scooped up 
by the engine as it speeds over the 
tracks, But people from foreign coun- 
tries often ask questions about the 
water between the tracks, and marvel 
when they hear the story about “drink- 
ing’’ the engine on the fly. ’ 

What seems a marvelous mechanical 
contrivance is an extremely simple 
thing. A pipe with a scoop end is fas- 
tened to the tender. It is C shaped, 
with the top end pointing into the water 
tank and the bottom curled under the 
body of the tender. By a series of lev- 
ers this end may be dropped until it 
reaches the level of the ties. 

When the engine reaches the trough 
the fireman drops the scoop end, which 
is three and one-half inches’ high’ and 
12 inches wide, into the .trough, into 
which it sinks a.distance of about six 
inches, or within an inch of the bottom. 
It may wabble slightly without doing 
any harm, because the trough is 24 in- 
ches wide. 

Dropping the end is all that is done, 
for the motion of the engine does the 
rest, The water rushes into the pipe 
and thence into thetank with a rush 
and force which suggests to the unini- 
tiated the use of powerful engines, 

“The most remarkable thing about 
the water taking scoop,” said a railroad 
official, “is the fact that the speed of 
the train must be reduced when the 
water is taken on. It reaches the bends 
in the pipe with such force that if the 
train were allowed to go at its regular 
speed the metal would be seriously 
strained, so we reduce the speed to 
about 30 miles an hour and have the 
best results.” 

While the engine is pasing over the 
trough at the rate of 30 miles an hour 
it takes up about 4000 gallons of water 
—about as much as would be contained 
in 100 spirit barrels—New York Tribune

For preserved pears select the Bartlett 


or some other equally large and juicy 
variety.

fruit Peel and halve them, dropping 


them as soon as finished into water, into 
which the juice of one lemon has been 
squeezed (to keep them white). 


Pack 
them in jars, and to each quart jar allow 


one-half of a pound of sugar. When all 


the fruit is in the jars, put the sugar in 
@ sauce-pan with just enough boiling 
water to dissolve it, and cook until like 


syrup. Divide this syrup between the 
jars, and if not enough to fill them (it 
seldom is), fill each to overflowing with 


hot water. Stand the jarsina large ket- 
tle or boiler, first placing some thin 
boards in the bottom to modify the direct 
heat, Fill the kettle with luke-warm 
water to within two inches of the tops 
of the jars, and set over the fire to boil. 
After the water has boiled 10 minutes, 
remove the cover from one of the jars 
and testa piece of the fruit; if it can 
be easily pierced (with a steel fork), it 
is sufficiently cooked; if not, boll a few 
minutes longer, then test again. When 
sufficiently cooked, set the kettle back 
where it cannot boil. Open each jar and 
fill it to overflowing with boiling water; 
fasten each top as eer as possible, 
then, wrapping the haifd in a dry towel, 
lift out the jars, give each a final twist 
and invert them, letting them stand in 
that position until cold, Tighten again 
before putting away. 


CANNED GRAPES. 
Select large grapes, not too ; 
carefully from the stalks 80 as not to 
break them. Rub each one carefully 
with a bit of cloth. Sterilize the bot- 
tles and tops by putting in cold water, 
raising it to the boiiing point and boil- 
ing 10 minutes; let them remain in the 
water until needed, and do not wipe. 
Fill the jars with the grapes and pour 
over them a syrup made in the propor- 
tions of one cupful of sugar to two cup- 
fuls of water. Place them in a kettle of 
cold water, with a board in the bot- 
tom for them to rest.on.and the spaces 
between them filled-with hay orcloths to 
keep them steady. Pour in warm water 
almost up to the necks of the jars, cover 
and heat slowly to the boiling point. 
Boil five minutes; uncover, fill the jars 
with a little syrup which has been kept 
hot and seal. 


BAKED WHITE FISH. 

Clean and prepare the fish. Make a 
stuffing of one cupful of cracker or dry 
bread-crumbs;" ‘one teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley, one teaspoonful of 
¢hopped onion, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped suet or bacon, or one large 
tablespoonful of butter, one-third of a 
teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls 
finely-chopped pickles, one-quarter of a 
téaspoonful of pepper. If a moist stuf- 
fing is desired, add one-quarter of a 
cupful of milk. Bake 15 minutes to the 
pound, allowing an extra 10 or 15 minutes 
if the fish is unusually thick. 


: POLISH TARTLETS. 

Roll some good puff paste out thin and 
cut it into 24-inch squares; brush each 
square over with the white of an egg, 
then fold down the corners so that they 
will all meet in the center of each piece 
of paste; slightly press the two pieces 
together, brush them over with the egg; 
sift them over with powdered sugar; 
bake in a quick oven for 15 minutes. 
When they are done make a little holein 
the center of each and fill with jam or 
jelly. 


ECONOMICAL CHARLOTTE RUSSE, 

Line a dish with stale cake cut up in 
small thin pieces. To make the cream, 
put a pint anda half of milk on the stove 
to boil; mix together in a bowl two- 
thirds of a cup of sugar, two heaping 
teaspoonfuls of cornstarch, a small half 
cup of milk, and a pinch of salt. Stir 
this mixture into the boiling milk and 
let it cook a few minutes, Flavor with 
orange, and when cool pour over the 
cake. 

TOMATOCATSUP. 

Wash and wipe ripé tomatoes cut in 
pleces and cook until soft; préss 
through a sieve, and measure the pulp. 
To every gallon add four tablespoonfuls 
of salt, one pint of vinegar, four table- 
spoonfuls of ground pepper, one-half of 
a teaspoonful of cloves, three table- 
spoonfuls of ground mustard, one-half 
of a teaspoonful of cayenne. Boil slow- 
ly for four hours, bottle and seal. 


THE ALL AROUND CHAMPION, 


The all around champion athlete of the 
United States is J, Fred Powers of Wor- 
cester, Mass. Made such by his pheno- 
menal performances on the grounds of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, New York, 
on July 4th. In the ten events of the meet 
he scored a total of 6203 points. He won 
first in putting the 16 pound shot, the 
running high jump, 880 yard walk, throw- 
ing 16 pound hammer, the 120 yard hur- 
dle, runing broad jump (21 feet 8% 
inches); and the pole vault. 

This is inueed an “all around” athlet- 
ic triumph. On the morning after the 
Fourth, Powers arrived at his Worcester 
home bright and active with not a trace 
of fatigue and declared that he was not 
hard pushed in the events as a whole. 


His next best competitor was more than | 


1600 points away from him. Powers is 
one of the best built athletes in the coun- 
try.

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BPICED FRUITS,SMALL AND LARGE 


During the past few years spiced fruits 
have advanced in popular favor. As a 
relish they hold a sort of half-way posi- 
tion between jellies and pickles, possess- 
ing more zest than the former, and less 
sharpness than the latter. Perhaps the 
ease with which they can be prepared is 


one recommendation to the housewife, |. 


They require, while cooking, none of the 
tedious skimming and clearing demand- 
ed by jellies, none of the slow processes 
of soaking and salting and sweetening 
that must be bestowed upon pickles, 
Moreover, almost any kind of fruit 
may be spiced, The wild rarpberries or 
blackberries that grow in the highways 
and hedges are as admirable for this 
purpose as the garden cultvated goose- 
berries. or. currants. The peaches and 
pears that are too small or not gufficient- 
ly well shaped to pickle or preserve, may 
be spiced, as may apples and cantelopes. 
Grapes of any variety may also 
be put up in the same man- 
ner, and although the labor of 
preparing these ig greater than that 
involved in spicing other berries, the re- 
sult is so delicious that the maker is re- 
paid for her pains. Spiced tomatoes are 
also excelient, and no less appetizing 
than these is chutney, a compound we 
have borrowed from the English and 
moditied to suit American conditions. 
The expense of spicing fruit is eom- 
paratively small. Beyond the ortlay for 
sugar and frult, the cost is trifling— a few 
spices and a modicum of vinegar. In the 
edea” 


more economical than fruit conserved 
in any other way, and reference has al- 
ready been made to the little labor re- 
quired in their manufacture, Of this, 
the most serious part is the preparation 
of the fruit, and there is substantial com- 
fort in the fact that this can be done in 
a cool corner, and the time which must 
be spent over the heated stove is of short 
duration. 
SPICED BLACKBERRIES. 

Six pounds of biackherries, four pounds 
of sugar, granulated, pne pint of vinegar. 
Two tablespoonfuls each of ground 
cloves and cinnamon. Pick over the ber- 
ries carefully, taking care that there are 
no caps or bits of stem left among them. 
Put fruit, sugar, spices and vinegar over 
the fire in a preserving kettle together, 
bring to a boil slowly, and after it reaches 
this point cook for half an hour. The 
spiced fruit may be put up in jelly- 
glasses or in pint jars. Currants, goose- 
berries, raspberries, may al] be put up 
by this recipe. 

SPICED GRAPES, 

Stem, pulp and seed grapes. Any kind 
of grapes may be used for this purpose, 
but it is best to gather them while they 
are still a trifle under ripe. When they 
become very soft and juicy they are less 
easily handled, After they have been 
freed from stems, skin and geed, weigh 
them. To five pounds of the fruit allow 
four pounds of sugar, one pint of vine- 
gar, two tabiespoonfuls of cinnamon and 
the same of cloves, Proceed as with 
spiced blackberries. When cherries are 
spiced they must be stoned as well as 
etemmed. é 

SPICED PEACHES, 

Peel, stone and slice firm peaches, They 
should be ripe but not soft, Weigh the 
fruit when prepared. To each pound of 
it, allow half a pound of granulated gu- 
gar,and half a teaspoonful.each of cinna- 
mon, allspice and cloves, For any quanti- 
ty not exceeding six pounds allow one pint 
of vinegar and half a nutmeg, grated, 
and beyond this in the same proportion, 
Cook for three-quarters of an hour after 
the mixture has reached the boiling point, 

It is well to watch spiced frults—large 
fruits especially—with a good deal of 
care for a few weeks after they are put 
up. If they show any signs of fermenta- 
tion they should at once be put into the 
preserving kettie and boiled over. 

Pears, apples and melons may all be 
put up by the preceding recipe. 

SPICED TOMATOES. oe 

Peel and slice firm tomatoes, a little 
under ripe. For seven pounds of these, 
weigh four pounds of sugar. Put to- 
gether in a preserving kettle one)pint of 
vinegar, one ounce each of whole all- 
spice, cloves and cinnamon, and half a 
nutmeg, grated. Bring them to a boil 
and then co: ¢ for ten minutes,turn in the 
tomatoes, a).d let them come_to the boil- 
ing point, stirring constantly, Cook very 
slowly until the mixture ig thick.‘ Put 
up in sealed jars. 

: CHUTNEY. 

Six good-sized tart apples, four large 
tomatoes, one small onion, a clove of gar- 
lic, half a pint of vinegar,four even table- 
spoonfuls of brown sugar, one teaspoon- 


-ful of ground ginger and a pinch of cay- 


enne pepper. 

Peel, core and slice the apples into 
small pieces; peel and chop the tomatoes. 
Mix with them the onion and garlic, grat- 
ed, the spices, sugar and vinegar. Put 
together In a preserving kettle and cook 
ten minutes after it hag reached the boil. 
Let it cool before bottling and seal the 
corks, or, if it is kept in Jara, let them be 
alr tight. This makes an excellent relish 
for fish as well as for hot or cold meat.

Andover Boy above the Arctic Circle 


The first news. since November has 
been received from Charles L. Carpenter, 
who left Andover.in May,.1898, in a 
Boston company for Alaska. Sailing 
from seattle in June on a steamer of 
their own (the “Dorothy”), they went 
some three thousand miles to St. 
Michael’s, at the mouth of the Yukon, 
thence seven hundred miles up that 
river and as much farther up the 
Koyukuk, a tributary of the Yukon, to 
Arctic City in Northern Alaska. ‘That 
“city” had already been pre-empted by 
another Boston party, which generously 
gave the new company a 500-foot lot on 
the river bank, and allowed them the 
benefit of their electric light plant for 
the season, at rates which we wish Mr. 
Coleman might duplicate in Andover, 
viz., each man cutting one cord'of wood 
for the dynamo! 

They reached Arctic City—on the Are- 
tie Circle—Sept. 25, and had just time to 
get their steamer into a safe. “slough” 
for the winter, before. winter set in. 
Building a cabin and cache for their pro- 
visions, they separated into small parties 
of two or three each and went up into 
the tributary creeks farther north, tak- 
ing outfit on dog-sledges and spending 
the winter in prospecting. None of the 
many parties on the Koyukuk River have 
succeeded in finding. gold, and very many 
came out when spring allowed communi- 
cation with the outside. Most of the 
“Dorothy” party, however, which had an 
outfit for two years, remain for another 
year of prospecting, especially in one or 
two “‘guiches” where Mr. Carpenter and 
his partner (who-was an old miner) had 
found signs which seemed to favor con- 
tinued work. 

Mr. Carpenter spent the entire winter 
in atent, perhaps 150 miles above the 
Circle, and although the thermometer 
Went at times as low as 80 degrees below 
zero, he had been perfectly well and had 
never suffered from the cold. Having 
plenty of fresh meats and vegetables 
(canned), they had been protected from 
scurvy, the terror of arctic regions. 
They lost the sun from Dee. 3 to Feb. 11, 
“but by May,” writes Mr. Carpenter, 


(June 1) it is after 11.30 p.m., and I can 
see the sun shining on the clouds, and it 
is good daylight.” He adds a posteript, 
a few minutes later, “I think that the 
sun already shines brighter on the clouds, 
so that dawn is breaking, while I have 
been writing by the rays of the setting 
sun!” 

Although far from any representatives 
of government, the miners govern them- 
selves by annual ‘‘miners’ meetings,” at 
which, by arbitration or vote, claims to 
titles or for wages, questions of dog own- 
ership, ete., are fairly settled. Mr. Car- 
penter and Dr. Abbott—a descendant of 
Andover, no doubt—went forty miles on’ 
a sledge to represent their company at 
the miners’ meeting on May 1, the for- 
mer being secretary of the meeting. 
The last news they had received from the 
outside world was July 21, 1898.

George Marland, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Marland of School street, re- 
turned from the South a short time ago 
tospend the summer in town although 
he may be here for a longer period. 
About a year ago he went to Griffin, Ga., 
for his health, entering the employment 
of his uncle, A. G. Martin, a large cotton 
manufacturer of that place, where he 
intended to learn the mill business. 
After working here for a considerable 
time, Mr. Marland went to Atlanta where 
he started in to learn the steam engine 
manufactory business. 

During his sojourn in the Southern 
states, Mr. Marland had a number of ex- 
citing and varied experiences. At one 
time, as was before related in the Towns- 
man, he made a part of the guard who 
stood watch over his uncle’s mill for a 
number of days and nights when it was 
expected that the property would be at- 
tacked by labor agitators opposed to the 
colored help employed there. He also 
had some interesting experiences relat- 
ing to the different lynchings which 
took place in the vicinity during the 
time he was in Griffin. and Atlanta. A 
Townsman reporter interviewed him re- 
cently and obtained a sketch of some 
experiences of his. 

In this beautiful southern country 
where the magnolia blooms and lynchings 
are prolific, the people are of a peculiarly 
gentle disposition although «a little hot 
blooded, quick to take offense and quick 
to resent outrages and abuse. Then they 
are no respector of persons. To think 
with them is toact. A white man who 
has committed a particularly horrible 
crime will be as readily lynched as a 
negro and with no more compunction if 
they can get hold of him. Their inherent 
fairness and love of justice has lead them 
to reserve a special tree at each place 
where lynchings flourish, which stands 
with bark full of bullets so that any one, 
colored or white, who has or expects to 
have that extremely fatal disease called 
~Sudge-hyneh;-seize-hold_upon—him,.can. 
go and ‘gaze upon that tree and realize 
that there he may meet the fruit of all 
his earthly ambition. A particularly 
pleasing prospect to contemplate in this 
P20th century of ours; and mayhap even 
as he gazes he will find there the remains 
of one of these who so summarily met 
his death, stoically, as a rule, while they 
undergo the torture, torrent of abuse, 
jeers and finally receive a shower of ;* eos = 
bullets from the mob which puts an end :

When he 
was dead the fire was extinguished and 
the crowd of ten thousand men who had 
witnessed the lynching, tore the body to 
pieces, carrying away parts of it for 
souvenirs. Four crowded special trains 
ran from Atlanta and one from Griffin 
to allow the men of these places to at- 
tend the affair. On the way back to 
Atlatita, the train on which Mr. Marland 
rode was attacked by some one who 
threw rocks through the car windows 
and his seat mate was struck in the head 
with one of the missiles, Noone is sup- 
posed to have been presentcat one of 
these gentle little affairs: “they were on 
the way there;” “they heard the=sbots 
and got there just a few moments after 
it was over.’ Just as soon as the shoot- 
ing has been done the crowd will rush 
off afew hundred yards and lie down, 
then after a few moments will come fun- 
ning back to the place of slaughter. | 
‘There was another lynching at Gfiftin 
while Mr, Marland was south, of a yegro 
who had committed an assault on a 
14-year old girl émployed on a farm over 
in anothetcounty. A crowd of 200 men 
took him from the sheriff after he had 
been captured and strung him up on the 
special tree. Mr. Marland got to the 
spot just after the affair was over, of 
course. He says the laws are very lax 
in the South. In one case, early last 
winter, two men got into a drunken row 
close to his uncle’s house and one man 
killed the other. At the trial the. facts 
came out that it was a case of kill or be 
killed and the murderer was liberated. 
At another time a man was fined $300 or 
30 days in the chain gang, for some of- 
fense.

work out his time for him on the chain 
gang.’ It is even said that a man gen- 
tenced to death for murder paid another 
man a certain amount to take his place; 
the law had been satisfied. 

The whites are not quite as: liable to 
be lynched as the blacks, since they 
almost always give themselves up and 
onee in the jail at Atlanta, which is 
made of chilled steel, very' thick, it 
would defie all efforts to remove them. 
They are brought to trial and suffer the 
full penalty of the law. The chain gang 
is one of the southern institutions which 
would be a good thing in the north if it 
could’ be introduced. Convicts and even. 
common drunks are chained by the 
ankles and made to go out on the high- 
way to work. A common drunk is often 
given five or ten days’ labor in the chain 
gang. D 

Mr. Marland says that bicycle dealers 
in a small way do not flourish down there 
as they have placed a tax of $100 on 
every kind of wheel sold, so that if one 
wanted to sell second-hand bicycles of 
several different kinds he would have to 
pay $100 for the privilege of selling each 
kind. This would hardly be profitable 
for small dealers and they are thereby 
driven out of business, leaving the field 
open to the big dealers. 

These are only a few of Mr. Marland’s 
impressions of life in the South, which 
has another side more pleasant than the

Some Things That May Be Seen 01 in 
Andover Bicycle Trip.

- Tuesday morning was the time chosen 

by the Townsman reporter for the ri. e 
to Mill’s Hill, North Andover, which was. 
to constitute the fifth of the series of 
trips on the bicycle an account of which 
is now appearing each week in the 
Townsman. A-most perfect day it was, 
cool to the verge of uncomfortableness in 
the early hours, clear as crystal the at- 
mosphere, bright the stn and brisk from 
the northwest was blowing a refreshing 
wind. ‘Take the advice of all experienced 
bicyclists, however, and begin your rides 
in the early, délightful hours of the 
morning before the sun has climbed to 
its highest position in the sky or wait 
until, just before the sun commences to 
drop rapidly into the west, finally te 
sink into its glowing, radiant cradle be- 
hind the hills, the air again regains its 
coolness and the lengthening shadows. 
portend that evening and darkness is at 
hand. Then one can ride with a degree 
of comfort not experienced in the middl 
hours of the day; then nature itself is 
approached: more readily and presents 
itself ‘clothed in its best. 

We were unexpectedly favored. on this 
morning of our ride by weather condi- 
tions peculiar, or at least unexpected, at 
this time of the year when “dog days” 
are due with their accompaniment of 
heat, sultriness and general discomfort. 
Starting about half past eight o’clock, 
mounting our chainless wheels we left 
the Square and pedaled up South Main 
street, that historic old thoroughfare, 
redolent with associations of bygone 
days; shaded with ancient elms and lined 
with houses which are linked into Ando- 
ver’s history with an almost imperishable 
chain, Here at the corner of East 
Chestnut street and Main is the Joseph 
Richardson house in the front of which, 
Free Church was organized, May 7, 1846, 
asa protest against American slavery ; 
again on the corner of Punchard avenue 
(once calle l ‘Universalist Court’) on 
the same side of the stre2t where the 
residence of Dr, J. F. asichards’ now 
stands, is the site cf the Universalist 
Church, 1839-1865, used afterwards as a 
grammar school by the town. 

Across on the opposite side of Main 
street is the Deacon Amos Blanchard 
house built in 1819, and now the residence 
of Dr, Selah Merrill, the present U. 8. 
consul at Jerusalem. A little farther up 
the street we pass “Chaps” or more 
definitely the store of Ovid Chapman. 
This building was once the “Lown 
School,” oveupying a position on the 
corner of School and Central streets, 
south of Christ Church. Next we pass 
that spot which was the birthplace of 
one of the grandest songs evel’ sung: in 
any land or language,—‘‘America.” ‘Chis 
huuse, now the residence of Mrs. Samuel 
W. Blunt, is the third on the right» up 
the hill from Morton street and it wasiin 
the northeast front room of this house 
in February, 1832, that Samuel F. Smith, 
a student at the Theological Seminary, 
wrote the words of that inspiring song. 

We turned at Chapel avenue on the 
corner of which once, stood the Stone 
Academy from 1830-1664 and next pass 
the “Samaritan house” built by the

Academy. In this house Mrs, Stowe 
wrote the Key to Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
Then comes the Mansion House, or as it 
was once called, the ‘“‘stone house;” 
built in 1828 as a carpenter’s shop for 
theeuse of the Theological students; 
residence of Professor -Stowe, 1853-1864, 
Here Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe wrote 
several of her later works. 

Close by is the home of Fred M. Hill 
superintendent of the Phillips Academy 
farm, from whose lawn one can obtain a 
most beautiful view of the lower portion 
of the village and of Lawrence. Rabbit’s 
Pond, a pretty ledge and the Andover 
Golf Club’s links are delightfully located 
in the foreground close at hand. 

Riding up the path in the rear of Bart- 
let hall, we stopped for a moment mid- 
way to glance over to the nearby ceme- 
tery wWnere we could see the shaft of 
Mrs. Stowe’s monument, then rémount- 
ing continued our way to Salem street. 
On the right as-we emerged on Salem 
street, is the “Adams House,” built in 
1805, now the residence of Prof. Graves. 
Around the corner from Chapel avenue 
we turned, and rode up Salem street. 
Between Chapel avenue and where the 


Highland road crosses Salem street, the-/lic buildings of various natures. 


“Berry House” is located on the left 
hand side. During the Revolutionary 
times this house was known as the Blunt 
tavern. . It is now the residence of Miss 
Dora 8. Berry, - : 


Crossing the »Highland road, Salem | horizon, old Mt. Monadnock, dim, distant, 
street turns slightly to the right while| hazy, shrouded by clouds, shows its 


“right which formerly stood on the oppo- 


site side of the street. It was sold to 
William Hawley in 1803 and Rev. Dr. 
William Goodell, the famous missionary, 
boarded here in 1811. This house, now 
the residence of A. M. Davis, is said by 
the Artist Bellows, to be the most pic- 
turesque house in Andover. ' 

At the corner of the back road or 
*Dinah’s road,” as it is variously called, 
we turned our wheels to the left and 
rode down this almost lane to Highland 
road, It is told by the residents of that: 
section of the town that many years ago 
there lived on this back road, an aged 
colored couple—Dinah, ‘for whom the 
road was named, and her husband who 
lived to be over a hundred years old,: it 
is said. Dinah kept pigs and one of her 
sayings, which is repeated by ‘the afore- 
said residents of that section who do not 
vouch for its veracity, however, i8 that : 
she “hope dat dar’ll be shoats a’ runnin 
roun in der nex wurl what’ll be all 
roasted, an a cryin ‘com eat me, com eat 
me,’ and ther taters ‘ll be so thick ther 
that they’ll say ‘lay over, lay over.” A 
beautiful gray squirrel ran across the 
road ahead of our wheels about opposite 
the pretty ledge among the trees on the 
left just before the road emerges from 
the’.enclosuré of woodland upon: the 
Highland read. ‘ He jumped nimbly from 
tree to tree and soon disappeared from 
our sight. é 

We rode on and soon reached the en- 
trance to the Carter estate on the left 
and rode up the driveway to obtaih the 
view from the summit of the hill, then 
continued our ride down to the Chestnut 
street extension and turning to the right 
again regained the Highland road. 
Shortly after, the Downing place was 

assed on the right and a few moments’ 
Tater we rode over the boundary line 
into North Andover. We took the next 
turning and soon reached the Simonds 
place where we stopped to pay the old 
people a call. Mr. and Mrs. Simonds 
should have. celebrated their golden 
anniversary this year and would have 
done so had it not been for an accident 
to their son about the time they had 
intended to celebrate. After a very 
interesting convesation, we took our 
leave and continued along the way, and 
taking the next left band road, passed 
esidencé of George Rea in front of 
whose place are some 
trees; we stopped to admire the picture 
formed by some haymakers at work in 
a meadow with machine and scythe, 
while to one side was the hood of boards 
with trimmed saplings as standards, On 
one side the meadow was encompassed 
by thick woods, by the road on the other 
and at the end opposite from where we 
stood rose the sun-lit summit of Boston 
hill.” It was a subject fit for artist's 
brush or photographer’s skill. 

Arriving at the entrance to the drive- 
way leading to the residence on the 
summit of Mill’s hill we dismounted, 
preferring to walk rather than attempt 
to: ride up to the summit. Signs along 
the side of the road request visitors to 
keep to the driveway, a request that any 
one who receives the privilege of a visit 
to the top of the hill should be only too 
glad te follow. Winding to some extent, 
the road finally emerges on the top of 
the eminence at. the side of the house 
which fronts to the west. It is a pretty 
and picturesque home commanding a 
view second to none in this vicinity. 

What an indescribably lovely prospect 
there was depicted before us that clear- 
est’ of. ‘August mornings! Beautiful, 
fertile farms and pasture lands, groves, 
cities, villages, mills and shops, all 
softened into further beauty by distance. 
And éverywhere hills! apparently not 


meadows below us, we catch an occa- 


tines a-faint-shout-is wafted to our-ears, 
See the dark-lined, snow-capped clouds 
extending like marching battalions 
around the horizon; as yet they reach 
not far up into the blue sky above us but 
they are rushing along carried forward 
by astrong wind cold from its contact 
with the high summits of the Uistant 
White Mountains. Bright sunlight plays 
over the hills and valleys; now one por- 
tion of the landscape is darkened by a 
‘ shadow soon dispelled. 

Many and varied are the buildings 
and places to be seen from this spot- 
Here at our right close at hand is “Hl 
Crest,” the Sutton residence; there be- 
yond is the Haverhill water tower; .in, 
the distance we see portions of towns in 
lower New Hampshixe, Then again 
there is the Johnson I igh school build- 
ing shOwing among the trees; a little 
farther to the left, the steeple of the 
Congregational chureh in North And- 
over Village. A Tittle higher up as we 
raise our eyes is Prospect hill, Lawrence ; 
Searles’ mansion, Methuen, while along 
the course of the Merrimac river, 
stretches a long line of mills. Back of 
them are the houses, churches and pub-

the prospect, and at its foot, the pumping 
station and a stretch of the Merrimack 
river shows with Glen Forest upon its 
bank a short distance up. Away on the

Letters Never Received. 


There are approximately 6,000,000 let- 
ters a year which either do not reach 
their destination at all or reach it 
through the medium of the dead letter 
office in Washington , says the New 
York Sun. It is popularly supposed 
that the larger number of dead letters 
are either misdirected or have unde- 
cipherable addresses or are forwarded 
with insufficient postage. The fact of 
the matter, as is shown by the post- 
office reports, is that the larger number 
of letters sent in one year to the dead 
letter office go there because the per- 
sons to whom they are sent are not at 
the addresses given or refuse the letters 

The number of letters without address 
sent in the mails amounts to only about 


to about 310,000, of which only 10,000 are 
- after the revision of the address, re- 
turned to the office as undeliverable. 
A very considerable number of unde- 
livered letters are those coming under 
the official designation of hotel matter. 
These letters sent to hotels are not de- 
‘livered, the transient guests having 
gone away, and so they go back to the 
dead letter office to the number of near- 
ly 200,000 in a year. Then there are the 
letters sent to fictitious addresses, to 
the number of 65,000 in a year; letters 
sent to foreign countries and returned 
to the United States to the number of 
140,000 in a year. The foreign letters 
sent to persons in the United States, 
but undelivered here, to the number of 
400,000; the letters sent direct to the 
dead letter office, under the theory that 
by this means the addresses may be 
found, to the number of 4000 in a year, 
and the miscellaneous letters which are 
properly addressed but remain uncatled 
for. The number-of letters destroyed 
in a year in the dead letter office 
amounts to about 3,000,000.

Drove Eiemy. 


George A. Morris, 17th U. S. infantry, 
has written to a sister in this city of a 
brilliant charge on Filipinos by soldiers 
, that command in which he took part 

uring the-engagement at San Fer- 
nando, Two letters have been received 
from dated at San Fernando. In these 
he writes in part: 


Dear Sister—I suppose by this time 
you have read of the attack on this 
town and the way we drove the niggers 
back. But you ought to have seen it, 
It would make you feel proud that you 
live in that great country, and under 
the only flag that files. 

It was our day to relieve Company A 
on the south line. We had breakfast 
at 4, and just as the sun was coming 
over the bamboos, the niggers opened 
fire. Our company was awaiting the 
word to fall in and we were listening 
to the firing on the north line, which 
was not anything unusual, as it takes 
place every morning, when all of a sud- 
den the Mausers and Remingtons began 
to sing from all around the south line. 
We had to fall in and go to the relief 
of Company A.’ They were quartered in 
the freight house of the railroad at the 
town of Santo Tamas, which was de- 
serted on the first invasion of the Amer- 
icans. 

Just below the town of San Fernando 
are two of the strongest kind of 
trenches, and there are barracks across 
the road about a half mile ee the 
town. The niggers had a perfect range 
on us at a distance of 700 yards, with 
the shelter of the trenches; .while we 
had the high and unsheltered road to go 
over. We started down the road and 
were fast out of the shelter of the 
houses and doing double-time across 
the open country, when our first man 
was shot. He was hit in the calf of 


We had to travel 900 yards before we 
got to the next shelter of houses, and I 
tell you the bullets were singing pretty 
thick around us. It was a miracle that 
no more were hit. We halted at the next 
shelter to get our wind and then across 
the open area we started again on dou- 
ble times, through the cornfield, up on 
to the railroad and down the other side 
into a rice fleld.—Then the bullets began 
to come from the front. 

The niggers were in plain view, and 
the captain took 38 men and charged 
across an open field 500 yards, by 
rushes. As we got half way across the 
fleld, a young fellow by the name of 
Beandreau, belonging in Fitchburg, was 
shot through the forearm. He was next 
man to me. At the same time ithe cap- 
tain pulled out his sword and gave the 
order “Fix bayonets!” and then 
“Charge!”’ 

‘And what a charge! Yelling at the 
full capacity of our lungs and running 
and shooting as fast as we could, we 
came down on the niggers, as if the 
devil was behind us. They could not 
stand it and did not stop running until 
they were out of sight. I think they 
are running yet. 

Our captain said it was as brilliant 
a charge as ever took place in the pres- 
ent campaign. There were fully 500 
niggers in the front of us and we killed 
55 of them. It only took 25 minutes from 
the time we left the railroad until we 
stood on the bank of the river with the 
niggers in full retreat. 

They pulled up the railroad and cut 
the telegraph wires between Alapit and 
this town and had one of the best 
planned attacks uf the campaign, but 
we were too quick for them. Aguinaldo 
himself was in command and his cav- 
alry escort charged Company A at the 
freight house. The company held the 
cavalry off until they got down to 20 
rounds, when we arrived at the scene 
and vanquished the niggers: 

We got the thanks of the division 
general, McArthur, and also of the gov- 
ernor general for it. The captain said 
that he would not be afraid to charge 
four regiments with the same men. 

We have been under orders to turn 
out at a moment’s notice even since, as 
the niggers are thick on the north line. 


The general estimates that there are 
20.000 around the town at the present 
time. 


They buried the dead niggers in a 
cemetery just back of our quarters, and 
such a sight I never saw. There were 
heads off, arms off. and legs off. It was 
horrible. Sherman says “War is 
hell,’ and he tells the truth. 

All the volunteers have been relieved 
by regulars now, and the Springfield 
will not be heard any more breaking the 
stillness of the night. The only thing 
that can be heard at night since the 
16th are mosquitoes. By the way, I 
have been making a special study of 
mosquitoes, and I have found a new 
kind. The natives call it the ‘“clug.”

It is a cross between a large red ant 
and a bumble-bee, and it has the same 
vicious habits of both multiplied by 
ten. There is also the locust, which 
keeps up a steady hum from sunrise to 
sunset. The noise they make is. just 
like a lot of spinning frames in opera- 
tion, 

It rains here steady now from morn- 
ing until night, and then starts again 
and rains till morning; and: such mud! 
If we haven’t got it here, it isn’t any- 
where. The natives are keeping pretty 
still at present, and the troops do not 
bother them; so things are pretty slow. 

I will close now, as I have to be vac- 
cinated. This makes seven times since 
I enlisted. Every time it heals we have 
got to be cut again. I have mailed some 
papers and a silk handkerchief. With 
best regards and love for all, I remain,

L.,, L. & H. CONDUCTOR HURT. 


William Fitzgerald of this city who is 
employed as conductor on the L. L. & 
H. street railway, met with a severe 
accident in Haverhill last Saturday af- 
ternoon, He was bound for Lawrence 
on the car that left Haverhill at 3 p. m., 
and White tn the act-of-ringing-in a fare, 
the cord broke and _ he lost his balance. 
He instantly fell to the ground and 
landed very heavily in a pile of stones 
and dirt. The car was stopped as soon 
as possible and the injured man was 
picked up. He was found tobe in a se- 
rious cdndition and was quickly driven 
by Wm. Russ to the office of Dr. Clem- 
ent. Fitzgerald received bruises about 
the face and a bad cut on his upper lip. 
One stitch was taken in the latter and 
the injured man was sent to his home. 


HIS HEAD CRUSHED. 


A very sad affair occurred Monday 
evening, at about 6.30, under the Sa- 
lem street bridge. Benjamin LeFabour 
who is fireman on shifter 220, under 
Charles F. Maxwell as engineer, came 
in contact with a switch frame and was 
instantly killed. He had just finished 
his work and on coming from the round 
house where he had banked his fire and 
washed up, boarded a passing freight 
train to ride to the South depot. As the 
train drew under the bridge, Le Fabour 
who was standing upon the iron step of 
a freight car, by leaning out too far, 
‘met his death. The first to arrive on 
the scene of the accident was ‘Nat’ 
Jones, brakeman on the freight train 
number 317, under Engineer Edward L. 
Thomas, but he found that assistance 
was unneccessary. The body was re- 
moved to the undertaking rooms of 
Conlin & Ryan, where the remains were 
reviewed by Assistant Medical Exam- 
iner Dow. Word of the accident was 


immediately sent to his folks in Haver- } 


hill who reside on White street and 
they arrived in this city last night. The 
body will be taken to Haverhill for in- 
terment. LeFabour, who was about 21 
years of age, of medium build, and dark 
complexion, was a graduate of the Hay- 
erhill High school and the adopted son 
of H. C. Fairbanks with whom he has 
resided since his parents’ death which 
occurred when he was quite young. He 
had been in the employ of the Boston & 
Maine R. R. less than three months but 
in that short space of time had made 
himself very popular with his fellow 
workmen by his even temperament ana 
genial disposition. He took his meals 
at Harvey Grant’s on South Broadway 
and roomed at the house of Mrs. Nellie 
Hartwell, 10 Bailey street. The de- 
ceased was a young man of a fine char- 
acter and exemplary habits. His very 
sudden death will be keenly felt by his 
many friends in Haverhill.

A sensitive temperament cannot es- 
cape the feeling in such gatherings that 
the ancestry are all with us and though 
the Tylers were the jolliest set I ever 
met, somehow the Bailey earnestness 
of purpose sends.one back flying to 
duty unperformed ‘and wondering what 
the Poor patriarchs will contribute 
later this month to the impulses for 
good. If such syndicates could be 
formed for historical work in other 
families, in time one would have the 
materiat here in Andever for a grand 
“Historical Association” in which the 
two parishes and South Lawrence 
could be included.
